Report from Cape Colony — Examination of rodents for plague infection. 

The report of the medical officer of health for Cape Colony shows 
that during the week ended October 28, 1905, no plague was present 
in the colony. At Port Elizabeth 1 case remained under treatment at 
the plague hospital, and of 368 rodents examined, 12 were found to be 
plague-infected. The total number of rats examined at King Williams 
Town, East London, and other districts of the colony, including ship- 
ping in the Cape Town Harbor, was 1,038. No infection was found. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Report from Trieste — Inspection of emigrants. 

Assistant Surgeon Foster reports, November 23, as follows: 
During the week ended November 18, 1905, the steamship Georgia 
sailed for New York via Naples. There were inspected and passed
